Last, hut equally important, we want you to he a part of the first hour 
series of talks . These talks are to he presented hy a different person each 
morning ’which rill give the leaders an opportunity to he known hy the whole 
conference and also to makethL^* own uarticulai' contributions by way of a talk. 

In this first hour, instead of presenting the life of Jesus as a way which may he 
followed, we are planning 1 that each speaker shall present the life of people whom 
he knows who are much more underst©Ridable to the students than Jesus. Each speaker 
is to choose his examples from those who have oiade their contribution in at’parti¬ 
cular area. We wanted you to choose your maker ini from those people who have 
held a certain attitude in world relationships outstanding of whom, of course, is 
Gandhi# There will he other talks scattered throughout the week which we are not 
setting up until Geneva time. You remember the flexibleness of our program and 
how occasionally you are called upon only a day in advance to make a speech 
concerning the issues which need to be cleared in the mind of the students at that 
moment. 



In other words, we want you as the chief leader of the Conference to be 
there throughout and to help steer gs the way the Conference should go. we are 
asking this year Mr. kiebuhr, who will be there for only the opening day or so 
and, therefore, wiil not have time to work in grouos which, to my mind, is the most 
important thing in the Conference. 

I should like to put up one alternative to you. We are planning this year 
to make possible in th^program for those students who have been at Geneva before 
or those who are quite advanced in their thinking, a leader who will work very 
intensely with them on the Christian Faith and how it grows. That will mean 
perhans some bible study, and much discussion around both the problems of our clay 
and the problems of religion. We have hashed among us about whehter we can spare 
you from the seminar on Methods of International Peace in order that you shall have 
complete charge of this group of perhaps 75 students. You can see that we need 
you in so many places we shift you from one to another. If you have any preference 
in the matter we shall be glad to have you state it. 

It is imperative to our program that you be at Geneva this year. I think 
you will like the opportunity which this set up gives you to work with the students 
on the things which you consider of greatest importance and especially to give them 
the benefit of the great insight into life which you personify. After all, we rant 
you particular!;/- for that, Kirby, so we urge you to save the dates June 20 to 29.

I am writing to invite you to join a group of us in 
an effort during 1951 to conserve the accomplishments and 
extend the usefulness of Pioneer Youth of America. 


During the past seven years Pioneer Youth has done 
much to develop the new camp and club procedure with chil¬ 
dren from working-class homes. The organization's contri¬ 
bution in the fields of coeducational and inter-racial ac¬ 
tivities has been out of proportion to the extent of its 
work. That there are untouched opportunities was demon¬ 
strated last summer by the play school conducted among the 
mill children of Marion, N.C. 

To accelerate the gr wth for which we believe Pioneer 
Youth is ready, we are undertaking to raise this year a 
Pioneer Youth Campaign Fund of approximately $59,000 of 
which $13,000 is already raised or assured. This sum will 
clear the National Experimental Camp of debt incurred by 
the purchase of a camp site of 140,acres and the erection 
of buildings; will provide a camp scholarship fund; will 
pay all costs of the club and administrative work during 
1951 including the supervision of the branches; and will 
make possible this summer five play schools and a "rough¬ 
ing it" camp for children in southern mill villages.

Friend.: 


The undersigned, on behalf of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, desire to ask whether you would be 
willing to be one of a large number of signers of the 
enclosed public statement concerning the recommendations 
of the Congressional Committee investigating Communist 
Activities, headed by Hamilton Fish, Jr. 

The recommendations of that committee strike so 
clearly at the right of freedom of speech, press and' 
assemblage that they cannot, in our judgment,be too 
strongly condemned. They propose outlawing the Commun¬ 
ist Party in the United States, thus inevitably driving 
the movement underground into conspiratorial channels. 

The committee proposes to accomplish this result by rec¬ 
ommending to the states that the Party be excluded from 
the ballot; by refusing all Communist publications access 
to the mails and transportation in inter-state commerce; 
by making mere membership in the Party a deportable of¬ 
fense for an alien, and prohibiting alien Communists from 
becoming naturalized citizens. 

Present laws interfering with freedom of speech, 
press and. assemblage for radicals are already far too 
sweeping. We believe that the entire program should be 
defeated.. Existing laws, are more than adequate to cope 
with any acts or conspiracies. 


We ask you to be one of the signers of the en¬ 
closed public letter which will be sent to all Congress¬ 
men and Senators and given to the press. It will not be 
so given out unless there are at least fifty signers 
among the men and women well known in public life to whom 
we are addressing this letter.

The undersigned American citizens express their opposi¬ 
tion to the program of repressive legislation advocated by the Con¬ 
gressional Committee investigating Communist activities. We urge 
its defeat. The program can be summed up in the single object of 
outlawing the Communist Party. The detailed recommendations all 
have that as their object. 

We are opposed to the proposals of the Committee for 
the following reasons: 

1st: The attempt to outlaw a political movement because 
of its principles violatesthe American tradition 

of civil liberty. It is a direct attempt to deprive a 
group of citizens of their right to freedom of speech, 
press and assembly and political or industrial organiza- 
t ion. 

2nd: It would drive such a movement into a secret under¬ 
ground conspiracy with inevitably disastrous effect 
in promoting disorder and violence. 

3rd: Existing law adequately provides for punishing acts 
of violence or attempted violence or conspiracies 
against the government even in the absence of acts. 

Laws interfering with freedom of speech, press and 
assembly are already too numerous. The provisions 
concerning the admission and deportation of aliens 
based on their views are already stringent; so too 
are the provisions for naturalization. 

4th! By the admissions of the fommittee itself, the Com¬ 
munist movement constitutes no menace to the country 
in strength of numbers or activities; and the original 
charges which prompted the Committee’s creation, charg¬ 
ing subversive propaganda by the Soviet trade agency , 
here, were found to be without foundation. The Com¬ 
mittee’s report carries sufficient refutation of its 
own proposals* 

The minority report of Representative Nelson calling 
attention to the need of dealing with the evils against which Com¬ 
munist propaganda is directed, states a sane view and indicates 
the d.irection in which efforts to combat Communism can best be 
made by those who oppose it* 

We express our regret that a Committee of Congress should 
have undertaken so futile and po expensive an investigation which no 
practical conditions warranted. We trust that all the proposals of 
the Committee will be permanently tabled.

Dear Kirbyi 

If you could have witnessed the rejoicing in 
our staff meeting after I talked with you last Wednesday 
you would realize how much your willingneas to help us 
in this rather crucial conference in the western section 
of the field, is appreciated, fou, Dave and Pit will be 
able to work together admirably. Pit said that he would 
make it a point to confer with you regarding the division 
of labor. Dave will be able to be there only for the 
Student Movement Dinner Friday evening and will deal in 
hia speech with the Student Sovement itself. We would 
like you to make your first address Friday evening after 
the dinner. The program has not yet been worked out in 
complete detail. This will probably be done in a committee 
meeting next Monday after which we will submit it to you 
and Pit for any suggestions you may wish to make. 


The conference will open Friday evening, March 
20t h at six o'clock and will continue until noon on Sunday, 
March 22nd. It will be held at the Fort Jackson Hotel in 
Waynesburg^ Pa. which is twenty-five miles south of Washington 
Pa., about three and a half houra from Pittsburgh by bus. 

Some of the sessions will be held in the beautiful new Pres¬ 
byterian church two blocks from the hotel. 


This conference has grown entirely out of the 
demands of local student associations. It has been suggested 
a number of times during the last few years. These suggestions 
took concrete form in two proposals from the Pitt and Drove 
City Cabinets to the exec native committee of the Field Council 
at its meeting in Penn State in October when they asked that 
the conference be authorized. The West Virginia State Council 
approved it unanimously . Bill Mendenhall and the Pitt 
Cabinet tried to persuade Bob Koat, State Secretary for this 
section in student work, to unite with us in it.ae^ond"project 
upon which we could cooperate. He favored it at first but 
after consulting the authorities at Harrisburg would have 
nothing to do with it. In spite of this fact the State Council 
for Western Pennsylvania indorsed this conference at their 
meeting January seventh. I mention these facts because of the 
light that they throw upon the very difficult problem of 
relationships in which we are involved. 





The theme around which we wish this conference to center 
has grown quite naturally , as has the conference itself, out of 
the activities of several of the more live and vigorous groups, 
and the discussions in the West Virginia Council and two meet¬ 
ings of students from colleges in this section held in Pittsburgh 
in November together with fhnumber of discussions in local cabinets. 

As I raentined to you on the phone we wish it to center around 
the antithesis between the religion,which a great many folks in 
West Virginia and Western Pennsylvania profess, and the actual 
relationships existing between us as the owners of the mines and 
the men who work in them; as indifferent college students and un¬ 
employed heads or families,and as the common folks^p&y exorbitant 
rates for public services { the bus rare in Pittsburgh is 25 cents 
and no transfers ) and Mr. Mellon and a rew others who own these 
services . It has been demonstrated time after time in the year 
and a half that I have been in Pittsburgh that the Public Service 
uommission which ie supposed to protect the people of the State 
from excessive charges is controlled by the utility interests. 

For instance, the taxicab business in Pittsburgh is monopolized 
by the parmelee Company of uhicago. Several times within the last 
year local companies have been organized which, according to the 
newspapers,were capable of carrying on the bueiness and have 
applied to the Public Seriice uommission for franchises. In each 
case there has been great delay and a final refusal. Taxi rates 
here are much higher than in New York. 

The University of Pittsburgh Cabinet and its president, bam 
Newman, ie more thoroughly aware of this situation than any other 
student group that I know of. Newman has been conducting Reconcil¬ 
iation trips to the city soup houses and various social organizations, 
btitt Wilson, Norman Thomas and H. Y. Williams are speaking at the 
University under the auspices of the iMCA next week. Another 
student group which is unusually wide awake regarding the social 
issues is the board of Deacons at Bethany College. You doubtless 
heard during your visit there in October of the work they have been 
doing in trying to have a new jail built for the county in which 
the college is located. After hearing of their efforts the nest 
Virginia State Council voted last fall to conduct a State wide in¬ 
vestigation of the conditions in the jails which are known to be 
notoriously bad. After securing the facts they planned to give 
themi simesi^publicity in order to center public attention upon the 
need for new and better buildings. These are some of the activities 
out of which the conference has developed. «e hope that you 
will deal with the great and imperious need growing out of the 
problems which we face in this country and show that they cannot 
be ded.ltu.With by ameriaa alone but that they are interwoven and 
are world-wide in scope. 

As you are aware this entire section of the country is quite 
conservative and of course, this is reflected in many of the colleges 
in almost unbelievabliebaokwardness on economic problems and religion. 
The delegates from these institutions constitute for us a rather 
difficult pedagogical problem. 1 would suggest that you and Pit 
keep this in mind, as you discusB the conference.

I have your letter of Seb 37th concerning my application 
for citizenship. Unfortunately no written record of the rrcdeed- 
ings was made, and consequently you will just have to rely 
upon what I a ay. 


On Nov. 4th. 1939 . 1 appeared before Judge Tho 3 , E 
Porter for my final hearing for citizenship. The Court 
convened in Jenning3, Louisiana. 

Tlie Christian Century of April S. 1930 carried an 
editorial concerning thi3 matter in which was contained a 
summary of the proceedings between my3elf and the judge. 

Harper’s Magazine for October (page 559) also contains the 
same summary of the questions and answers* aft I reported them 
to the Christian Century. However in brief the gist of the 
matter is as.follows: Pcfore 1 couldbe accepted for citizen¬ 
ship 1 was required to say that 1 would take part in a deliberate 
war of aggression , waged purely for the 3ake of acquiring 
more' terri tory, and that 1 must shelve all principles* and 
be loyal. Here the question* as the judge stated M^to 
me. 

Judge: Supposing, to take a concrete case, California wanted 
more territory, ^nd decided to seize some in Mexico, and every¬ 
one was drafted for some form of service, would you object 
or be loyal ? 

Answers 1 do not believe the U. PSates would engage in such a 
war. 

Judge: 1 do not want ary e nditions. Under such circumstances, 

a war of aggro sion, would you object? 

Answer: In all probability, I would. I would first have to 

consider ny duty to Cod end to humanity. 

Judge. In other wDrd3, you cannot 3ub3crioe under ary and every 
condition to the doctrine, 'country right or wrong, but ny 
country ' ? 

Answer; No. 

Judge; Then you cannot be admitted. What we want are citizens 
who are rrejiared to say, ’My country right'or wrong, but ny 
country '. 

Ana so of course 1 was rejected. You of course 
realize better than 1 the implications of the whole matter. 

It would be fooli3h for me tq try to comment on it to you. 

However I am grateful to you for your interest, and may I say 
personally that I have always had a great admiration for you,
